children, not only charity cases, but 
students who during bad 
weather 


wore unable to return home for the 
luncheon hour. 


Two Meals Per Day 


Oglesby P.-T. A. met the situation 


by establishing a soup kitchen which 
served two meals daily, breakfast and 
luncheon. Meals were charged for in 
the case of younugsters whose parents 
were able to pay, thus saving the 
students a walk home at noon during 
stormy weather. But many, both in 
the city and country, were furnished 
free meals. 


The soup kitchen during the last 


four months has served an average of 
from 60 to 80 students a day, and on 
one occasion served as high as 120. 
These enjoyed both breakfast and lun- 
cheon, running the total number 'of 
meals per day between 120 and 160, 
and once as high as 240.

days would be out of step in 1931. At 
least W. T. Brooks, a member of the 
first University of Arkansas class in 
1872, thinks so. 


After being away from his alma 


mater for 59 years, the former Razor- 
back student remarked: "The mod- 
ern student doesn't study enough. I 
wouldn't say they are worse now 
than they were then—in some ways— 
but it seems to me these so-called ac- 
tivities take up a great deal of the stu- 
dent's time." 


Brooks, now a resident of Broken 


Arrow, Okla., visited Faycttevillc and 
the university recently. The Razor- 
back institution certainly has grown, 
at least one of her earliest sons thinks 
so. In 1872 the entire student body 
met classes in 
a two-story frame 


building. A decided contrast to the 
present day campus, the former stu- 
dent pointed out. 


"I guess football is all right," Brooks 


mused, "however it must take up a 
great deal of time. When I enrolled 
in the University athletics were absent 


from the activity roll. No gymnas- 
iums or football fields for us." 


Brooks said that 59 years ago an 


Arkansas student went to school at 8 
o'clock in the morning and stayed all 
day long. That was not on a regular 
class schedule as it is today, he stated. 


Social life when the university was 


in its infant year was as near xero 
as it could be. A few scattered events, 
well chaperoned, were held. 
Three 


dances a week, with a great deal of 
social activities mixed in during the 
remainder of the time, is the schedule 
followed by the 1931 student. 


"Yes, we had salons in those days," 


Brooks said, when questioned about 
the comparaliv wet and dry situation 
in '31 and '72. "I think Fayetteville 
had two salons. There were no com- 
plaints made and I don't believe I 
ever saw or heard of a woman student 
drinking. I don't believe the men 
were as rowdy with their drinking 
then as now," he mused. 


The former student thinks women 


smoking is ridiculous. He said so aft- 
er watching one smoke while coming 
to Fayetteville on a bus. It didn't 
happen In '72, Brooks reflected.

LETTER TO BODCAW 


Postmaster Herring Is 
Told That Washington 
Has Recpnsided Project 


The proposed government ocntract 


for a new star mail route from this 
city to Bodcaw, in lower 
Nevada 


county, which was advertised for let- 
ting last month, has been abandonee 
according to information reaching The 
Star Monday. 


Poslmaser P. H. Herring, of Bod- 


caw, received a letter last week advis- 
ing that the federal Postoffice Depart- 
ment had decided not to proceed with 
the project. 


Project Abandoned 


When the middle of February came 


and went without action on the pro- 
posed new route, Postmaster Herring 
and other lower Nevada county citi- 
zens wrote for information; and the 
letter arriving last week was the firsl 
public hint that the announcement 
made in January was to be retracted. 


The original announcement 
came 


from Washington and was released by 
the Hope postmaster, J. A. Davis. In- 
terviewed by The Star Monday, Mr. 
Davis had nothing to say. He had not 
been advised of any change in plans, 
he said. 


It is understood here that the of- 


ficial order advising Postmaster Her- 
ring at Bodcaw of the abandonment 
of the star route plans, cited the fact 
that other Nevada county points re- 
garded the present mail service into 
Bodcaw as being adequate, and mak- 
ing the further expense of a star 
route out of Hope; unwarranted.

Hope had been interested in the pro- 


ject ever since the discontinuance of 
a star route from this city into lower 
Nevada county January 1, 1929. At 
that time the roads east of Hope were 
in bad condition; but since then the 
State Highway Department has com- 
pleted a gravel highway from Hope to 
both Rosston and, Bodcaw, opening up 
the entire territory to this city. 


It was contended by lower Nevada 


county citizens that restoring the star 
route from Hope would benefit Bod- 
caw by giving it mail direct from the 
three local railroads each 
morning 


within an hour and a half after the 
dispatch of the carrier from this city. 


The present service to Bodcaw is 


dispatched from Prcscott to Rosston, 
and relayed from that point to the 
lower Nevada county town.

Appropriations for various phases of 


highway 
construction, maintenance, 


and bond principal and interest pay- 
ments were made for the next bien- 
nium in Act No. 28. introduced as a 
bill by the joint legislative roads and 
highways committee. 


The act authorizes the issuance of 


530.000,000 in bonds for the biennium 
for construction and turnback to coun- 
ties. 


For the fiscal year ending February 


28, 1932, there was appropriated $3,- 
892,500 for interests on highway bonds, 
and for the fiscal year ending Febru- 
ary 28, 19oU. fl.492.COO wtts appropriat- 
ed for interest payments on highway 
I uind.-:. 


For salaries and other adjninistratiuu 


expenses of the department, there was 
5275,000 appropriated for each of two 
years. 


Fifteen million dollars 
were 
set 


aside for payments of interest on, and 
retirement of maturing bonds of road 
districts. 


There is an appropriation of $1,500,- 


000 as a turnback to counties, but 
through a later act. this was increased 
to $1,875.000 when the one-cent gaso- 
line tax increase was approved. 


Three million dollars were appro- 


priated for each of the two years for 
maintenance of the highway system. 


For interest and payments on the 


principal of toll bridge bond issues, 
there was appropriated for next year 
S494.000, and the following year, $525,-

ing March 21 fluctuated to about 1-8 
cent higher than those for March 13. 
The weekly report of the Department 
of Agriculture continues as follows: 


Price fluctuations during the past 


week were within narrow limits. Re- 
ports indicated that demand for spot 
cotton both in domestic and larger 
foreign markets was fair to good. The 
medium and lower grades cpntinued 
to attract the most attention. Average 
price middling 7-8 inch at ten mar- 
kets on March 20lh 10.08'c compared 
with 9.97c March 13t and 15.36c on cor- 
responding day previous season. 


Sales of spot cotton as reported by 


the ten markets for week amounted 
to 49,505 bales, compared with 49,276 
the week before and 28,880 for same 
week the year before. According to 
.he Weather Bureau, during past week 
farm work made fairly good progress 
in the south with rains in Texas help- 
ful in softening the crusty soil. Cot- 
ton .seeding is still confined to ex- 
treme southern portions of the belt.

062.31 according to figures complied 
in the state auditor's offcie. This ex~- 
ceeds by several thousand dollars costs 
of the 1929 Senate, total expenditures 
two years ago being $85,534.79; 


House expenditures this year up to 


March 12, totaled $146,850.11, compared 
with ?175,404.53 in 1929.

eel oleomargarine. 


The bill was perhaps the biggest 


farm Issue before the closing session 
of, the seventy-first congress nnd'wns 
won with less than 24 hours to spore. 
It becomes effective in June. Uncol- 
trccl oleo will be tuxnbje at one-fourth 
cent n pound, as heretofore. 


Demand for the leglslntlon arose 


last November when David Bufnet, 
commissioner of internal revenue, rul- 
ed that oleomargarine manufacturers 
could use palm oil to color oleo yellow 
in the semblunce of butter without 
paying the 10 cents tax required on 
"nrtificiilly" colored oleomargarine. 


Burnet held tHnt palm oil. some- 


times compromising from 10 to 30 per 
cent of the ingredients in n pound of 
oleo. was n natural rather than nn 
artificial coloring. 


The ruling had the effect of erasing 


all the previous protection congress 
had given butter, and dniry specialists 
said the resulting drop in butler prices 
represented a loss of $1.000,000 a clay. 


Under the Brigham-Townsend bill 


oleomargarine which loons like but- 
ter will be taxed 10 cents u pound re- 
gardless of how or with what it is 
colored. Us purpose is to narrow the 
competitive advantage which the more

Throughout 
the winter we have been improving 
our materials and determining what 
maximum combustion can be effected 
without shattering the motor. 


"Unfortunately, the only field avail- 


able for demonstration is at the Tem- 
pelhof airdrome, where the track is 
flat at the curves anl the straightway 
is short.
